Now, when the power to fast 
slipping from their bands, they speak regret- 
fully of parties in the country. We do not 
pretend to be wedded to any party, but we do 
believe that there ought to be one fully or- 
ganised, If for no other purpose than to wreak 
vengeance upon th*se men who, in the ntme 
of party, hsve destroyed the country.
